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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN, 
For the Year Ending Feb. 15, 1908. 


To the Citizens of Hillsborough : 


In presenting our annual report, we have to congratu- 
late you that there have been no unusual expenses more 
than were contemplated when the appropriations were 
made. For the town barn property, the sum of $1650 has 
been expended. While only $1000 was specially appropri- 
ated, it was not expected that desirable property centrally 
located could be purchased for this sum. After consider- 
ing various propositions for securing a stable for the town 
teams, your selectmen were of the opinion that the Rumrill 
property was the best for the town of any on the market. 
The weakest parts of an old building are usually in the 
sills and flooring timbers, but as an entire new bottom was 
put in the main building a few years ago, the usual objec- 
“tion did not hold in regard to this property. A great ma- 
jority of the voters favored having the town horses kept 
near the fire station, and this property furnished the only 
opportunity for securing land, barn and outbuildings cen- 
trally located for anything near the money expended. 

During the year $1922.03 has been paid on the town 
debt, real estate has been purchased to the value of $1650, 
and $1083.33 has been set aside for permanent road im- 
provement. During the last three years $6231.51 has been 
paid on the debt, town barn property has been purchased 
at a cost of $1650, nearly a mile of macadamized road has 
been built at an expense of $4673.54, and $1083.33 has been 
raised and set aside for permanent road improvement, mak- 
ing the sum of $13638.38 that has been placed to the credit 
of the town during this period after paying the ordinary 
expenses and the interest on the town debt.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Hillsbo- 
rough, N. H.: 

The Board of Health begs leave to report that two 
cases of diphtheria were reported in May last and another 
case in December, resulting in one death. By prompt quar- 
antine and the use of prophylactic treatment by antitoxin 
the disease was confined to the individuals and families first 
attacked. 

The expense incurred for medical attendance» upon 
these cases, for antitoxin and aid to the families and for dis- 
infection of the premises, while considerable, was well worth 
the cost as shown by results. 

Two cases of typhoid fever have also been reported— 
no deaths, 

Aside from cases above stated, the community has been 
free from infectious or contagious diseases. 

Your Board wishes again to call the attention of par- 
ents to Chap. 93, Sect. 2, Public Statutes, as amended in 
tg01: No child shall attend any public, parochial or pri- 
vate school unless he has been vaccinated, or has had the 
smallpox, and this section shall be enforced by the board of 
health.

The following is presented as the annual report of the 
Town School Department for the school year 1907-8: 

The town maintained eleven schools in the spring, 
eight in the fall and nine in the winter. All but two of 
these schools are graded. 

The Board voted last fall to adopt Schedule No. 1 from 
the State Program of Studies; also to follow the Program 
in physiology, civil government, history, Grade III. lan- 
guage and nature work. 

Nearly all of the supplies used for the year were or- 
dered, received and accepted by last year’s school board, 
but paid for from this year’s money. 

During the year the only change in books has been 
the adoption of the Whitehouse System of Writing. The 
Silver, Burdette Co. received the old books and gave new 
ones in even exchange. 

The text books now in use are Heath Readers, Cyr’s 
Readers, Ward Readers, McMaster’s History, Metcalf Eng- 
lish Grammar, Metcalf and Bright’s Language Lessons, 
Part One and Part "Two, Milne Arithmetics, Morton’s Geog- 
raphies, Hall’s Physiologies and the Whitehouse Educa- 
tional System of Practical Writing. 

The general school supply ts now stored in School 
House No. 4. Inventories of all school supplies were taken 
at the beginning of the year. 

Ikight town children have attended the Bridge High 
School and seven the lower grades. 

At the commencement of the fall term the committee 
had an opportunity to hire a special music teacher, but did 
not think best to do so without a vote of the district. 

Two substitutes have been employed, Miss Nylander 
of Antrim taught two weeks in School No. 5 and Miss 
Whitcomb five weeks in No. 13. 
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The State Registers are correctly filled. 

In conclusion we would urge all citizens to visit and 
familiarize themselves with the schools and especially the 
State Program of Studies which the state superintendent cf 
public instruction was authorized at the 1905 session of the 
General Court to prepare as a model for the common 
schools.

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Report of the Board of Education. 


The Board of Education submits to your consideration 
the following reports and statistics, including a report from 
the Superintendent and reports to him, and wishes to en- 
dorse the recommendations as to lighting, new room for 
High School and the introduction of a Commercial course. 
The general management and progress of the school is well 
covered by the various reports to which your attention is 
directed. At the last annual meeting, the Bcard of Edu- 
caticn was instructed to install suitable heating apparatus, 
‘ to be paid for frcm the so-called building fund. A koiler 
and increased radiation have been provided, which have 
easily kept the building warm at all times;.according to 
report, the first winter since the addition was built when 
this condition prevailed. The cost of this installation was 
$1,302.76, paid from the “Building Fund,” of which a bal- 
ance of $199.22 is on hand. A storm porch has been placed 
at the main entrance, keeping out much cold air during 
the passage of the pupils in and out. 

A few minor repairs ere advised as follows: New floors 
in two of the rooms, porch over the door on north side of 
building and covering pipes in the basement, and the dis- 
trict will be asked to raise money for these items. 

Your attention is called to the item of tuiticn receipts, 
which we believe is the largest amount we have ever re- 
ceived.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


Members of the Board of Education: 

I submit herewith the second annual report of this 
office: 

The work done in the schools justly demands the first 
place in such a report. I am glad to say that there has 
been a constant improvement in the whole character of the 
High School during last year and this. The pupils are now 
working along definite lines, are studious and well behaved. 
For further discussion of the school I refer you to the Prin- 
cipal’s report. 

Last year we began to do much more reading in the 
lower grades than formerly. ‘The result is that the present 
second grade was ready to begin in September the same 
work that the second grade took up last year in January. 
A teacher from a neighboring town recently compared the 
work of this grade in reading very favorably with her own 
fourth grade. 

The other major subjects are being advanced in a simi- 
lar manner and as fast as seems wise without any crowd- 
ing or lack of continued progress. 

Physiology and Civil Government, the cnly two sub- 
jects which the law says must be taught, but which are too 
often neglected or omitted, have been given their PIOpSy 
places in the curriculum. 

In order to systematize the work of the teachers, who 
are following <s closely as practicable the State P1rcgrem 
of Studies, a list of the text bocks to be used in each grade 
has been furnished tothem. This is especially necessary 
to ensure systematic work in supplementary reading. 

By this systematic advance in each grade we find that 
the lower grades are approximating very closely the work 
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of each year as laid down in the State Program. As this 
Program is made out on the basis of eight grades instead 
of nine, in conformity with the custom now prevailing, it 
would seem that in the near future our eighth grade would 
be ready for High School. My standpoint in the matter is 
that the way to know is to try, but as it would be unfair to 
the present upper grades to confine them to eight years, I 
advise simply to continue the nine year basis until the pres- 
ent lower grades prove whether they will need eight or 
nine years to do the work. 

Of special bearing upon this question is the result of 
having a teacher to relieve the rooms with two grades and 
to give attention to those who for any reason have fallen 
behind in their work. With the passing on to the upper 
grades of the unusually large entering class of a few years 
ago it seemed unnecessary to the Board to continue the 
rent of a room outside the building for the first grade; con- 
sequently the third and fourth grades were put into one 
room and the extra teacher thus secured was given a sepa- 
rateroom. This plan is being used in many places with 
very general success. J am well convinced of the success- 
ful working of the principle here and have extended it to 
another of my schools with success there also. The result 
here has been to give the teachers more time for their work 
and to enable the pupils who have been delayed for any 
reason to regain, in many instances, their places in their 
grades. The regular work of the room also moves along 
faster. A continuance of this system in some form will 
probably prove the eight-year course perfectly feasible. 

We have had somewhat more than the average number 
of changes in our teachers the past year. Among these 
were two who had served our schools for several yeais faith- 
fully and well. I refer to Miss Emily Kendall, who resigned 
at the end of the fall term to be married, and to Miss 
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May Harlow, who resigned at the same time to accept a 
Grammar School principalship. We are especially glad to 
‘have the former continue a member of the community and 
have had occasion to call upon her for substitute work 
quite often during the present term. Our best wishes for 
success are extended to the latter in her new field of labor. 
Mr. H. C. Stoughton came to us from a year of successful 
service in the Henniker High School and as principal has 
successfully continued the work begun last year by Mr, 
Everett T. Whitford, who resigned to enter upon the work 
of Superintendent. Miss Sarah Dolan, a graduate of Rad- 
cliffe College, and Miss Ethel F. Swan, of Boston University, 
are the present assistants in the High School, the latter also 
having charge of the ninth grade. Miss Mary I. Powell, 
who formerly had charge of the fourth grade and did spec- 
jal work during the fall term, was transferred to the room 
left vacant by Miss Kendall, and Miss Pertie I. Gray, a 
graduate of Plymouth Normal School, is now in charge of 
the special room. 

We have been especially fortunate in securing super- 
visors for our drawing and music who are trained in their 
special lines for school work and are carrying on their work 
here as well as in their other towns in such a way as to de- 
serve the praise of all and especially of those skilled in 
these subjects. 

We, in common with the other towns of the State, 
must be prepared to meet the question of increasing salaries 
paid for trained teachers who give promise of more than 
mediocre work. ‘The demand for such teachers is in ex- 
cess of the supply and promises to become even more so for 
the next few years. I trust you will take this fact into ac- 
count and give the District an opportunity to furnish the 
means necessary to maintain our teaching force at its pres- 
ent high standard, 
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The efficiency of the school has been very greatly in 
creased by the fact that the new boiler is well able to pro- 
vide sufficient steam even in the coldest days. The work 
last year was often interfered with by the inability to get 
sufficient steam to heat the building. I am told by the 
teachers that this was the usual experience in winter. A 
day of school omitted means not only that day lost but a 
serious unsettling of the work for several succeeding days. 
With an expensive institution like a large school wise econ- 
omy demands as little idle time as possible. The ventilat- 
ing radiators, while not intended to supply a sufficient 
quantity of fresh air, yet help much to overcome the lack 
of proper ventilation. 

The question of sufficient room for the High School 
is a pressing one and the plan referred to by the principal 
in his report has my hearty approval. 

I have previously mentioned the increased efficiency of 
the school by reason of proper heating apparatus. I wish 
to refer to another means of still further securing efficiency. 
This year especially, I find pupils, teachers, the janitor, 
and the superintendent all being compelled to leave the 
school building sooner than their work demands. because of 
darkness. Moreover, the entire teaching time is shoitened 
one-half hour daily for about three months, one-third the 
school year, by reason of lack of light sufficient to do the 
work. It would seem, therefore, that in order to secure prop- 
er returns on the money invested in our schools we must 
provide light for the two upper floors and for the teachers’ 
desks, at least, on the lower floors. My reason for not urg- 
ing it for the lower floors also is that a shorter day is ob- 
served in the first two grades and this could be extended 
during the time needed tothe third and fourth grades, but 
the teachers would need light for their work after school 
hours, 
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By having a list of the text-books needed in each of the 
grades I am enabled to foresee the needs in these lines and 
accordingly have recommended books and supplies in time 
to have them come in large amounts by freight, thus sav- 
ing considerable that would be paid out for express if each 
need was supplied as it occurred. My first recommendation 
for supplies under this plan was presented to you at your 
first meeting. Other needs in the text-book line have been 
supplied during the year until we now have a fairly well 
equipped stock of text-books. Of coursethe additions nec- 
essary to keep up this stock will not entail as much expense 
as was necessary to provide it. Another line of equipment 
that will need only small additions from time to time is the 
Physics apparatus that was added this year in accordance 
with the requirements of our approval by the State Super- 
intendent. With these more pressing needs supplied, our 
attention will now be turned to a better equipment in refer- 
ence works for the High School, busy work equipment for 
the lower grades and a general enrichment of the school 
facilities. 

The next forward step for our High School will be the 
introduction of a Commercial Course. As far as the school 
is concerned the time is now at hand to consider this. In- 
asmuch as such a measure would require an extra teacher, 
I suggest that the voters of the district be given the oppor- 
tunity to express themselves in this matter. I am heartily 
in its favor and believe it would be a move that would in- 
crease our tuition funds as well as provide a four years’ 
training for a large number of our pupils that would other- 
wise leave school at the end of the ninth year or sooner. 

Permit me to formally recommend the change in the 
High School room and the introduction of artificial light- 
ing. These two I believe essential to our efficient work. I 
submit to your wisdom without urging it as a vital need of 
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the school, yet believing it to be of importance and for the 
District to express an opinion about, the question as to in- 
troducing a Commercial Course. 

Permit me in closing to thank the teachers for all co- 
operation given me, yourselves for the intelligent way of 
dealing with an executive whose success in his work de- 
pends so fully upon your confidence in him and willingness 
to refrain from interference in his part of the work, and the 
community for its liberal support of the schools and the 
many courtesies to myself and family. 

I submit also the reports of the High School Principal, 
Supervisor of Music and Supervisor of Drawing.

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Report of Principal. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


My report will cover only the period during which I 
have been connected with this institution. 

Since September, 1907, the registration has reached 
forty, eleven of this number being non-resident pupils. A 
small loss has been sustained, due principally to sickness or 
necessity. 

We were temporarily crippled, at the beginning of this 
term, by the loss of our two assistants who resigned to ac- 
cept more lucrative positions. We have, however, very for- 
tunately filled these vacancies and both the new teachers are 
doing excellent work. 

It is the aim of the Principal and his assistants to put 
this High School on ‘a level with the best institutions of its 
kind. Good scholarship, punctuality, strict dicipline, the 
ability to do hard work and, above all, good work are hab- 
its which, if faithfully cultivated, make for good citizen- 
ship, and to the training of our boys and girls along these 
lines our best efforts are directed. 

he school was in fairly good condition when I took it, 
but several changes occur to me which, if adopted, will ma- 
terially benefit the institution. The work in the English 
department has previously been unorganized. To remedy 
this, I have worked out:ni1 put into operation a complete 
course in Inglish which fully meets the most exacting re- 
quirements’of the colleges ‘and of this state. The work in 
the other departments I have found much better, but a 
thorough revision of each course of study either has been 
or is being made. 

All the subjects called for in our program are not in- 
cluded in our present schedule, but with another year there 
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will be scholars for every subject. This will make neces- 
sary an addition to our teaching force. At present we have 
the full time of one, and one-half the time of a second as- 
sistant. To cover all the ground next year we must have 
the equivalent of the full time of two assistants. 

Our present assembly room, crowded to its limit, will 
accommodate forty-nine pupils. A very conservative esti- 
mate based on present indications, places the number of 
pupils for next year at from fifty to sixty. We need a 
larger assembly hall. I have already suggested to you Low 
the room known as “School Hall” could, at small cost, be 
transformed into an assembly hall for the High School. A 
few slight changes in some of the rooms there would make 
it possible for all the work of the High School to be done 
on one floor instead of on two floors asat present. The plan 
would quickly commend itself to any who might care to in- 
vestigate the matter. But little is needed to make this a 
strictly first-class High School and it is my earnest hope 
that this little may be granted to us.

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Report of Supervisor of Music. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


As I have been in the schools of Hillsboro Bridge for 
only a comparatively short time, my report to you will of 
necessity, be a report of progress rather than a statement of 
any very definite results that have been accomplished, al- 
though I am of the firm opinion that the quality of the tone 
throughout the gradesis much better than it was three 
months ago. ‘This is a gain, as the importance of a good 
tone both in speaking and singing cannot be overestima ted 
The pupils of the grades are interested in the subject of 
music because they are learning to read music and that 
rapidly, in an interesting manner. 

Lack of space precludes any consideration at this time of 
the influence of school music training on the child, mental- 
ly, morally and physically. The work in music in the 
school room will however, and, for that matter, is today 
exerting its influence on the nation. ‘The subject is not 
now considered so much a mere accomplishment as a vital 
part of the child’s regular training. 

Universities and colleges all over the land have lately 
taken the step of accepting music study as an equivalent 
for a portion of the regular work in science, mathematics 
and language. ‘This means that the elementary and sec- 
ondary schools will, sconer or later, be ccmpelled to follow 
along these lines; that 1s, a condition will, and to my mind 
should, exist whereby music study will have equal rating 
and be recognized as having educational value as equal in 
importance to the average subject matter contained in school 
text books. Here follows the aims and courses of study in 
music, as arranged by your supervisor. 

The general aims may be phrased as follows: 


To teach the language of inusic, its sounds and symbols 
for singing and reading, the mastery of which is shown in 
sight translation. 

To develop the emotional nature by means of song in- 
terpretation, the result of which is shown in singing or in 
written work. 

To develop the aesthetic sense by the study of proper 
tone production, beauty in melody and rhythm, beauty in 
symmetrical form both small and large, the result of which 
may be shown in singing, written work, and in music analy- 
SIS. 

To develop a love for good music by the study of mus- 
ical history and biography and the representative works of 
the great masters. 

Thus music becomes a medium for the expression of 
emotion, exerts to the greatest degree its cultivating and 
refining influence upon lite and character by its appeal to 
the artistic and aesthetic nature, and promotes the ethical 
aims of education. 

COURSE OF STupDyY. 

GRADE 1. The major scale with syllables and num. 
bers. Staff reading of the 8 scale tones. Simple progres- 
sions. The first principle in time represented by quarter, 
half, dotted half and whole notes. Rote songs. The fol- 
lowing names with the representation: Line, space, g clef, 
bar, double bar and measure. Individual singing. Writ- 
ten work. 

GRADE 2. More difficult melody inreading. The sec- 
ond time principle represented by two eighth notes. Rote 
songs, pitch names of lines and spaces. Individual singing 
and written work. 

GRADE 3. Ability to read difficult melody. Last half 
of year finding key note (“DO”) from any signature. The 
third principle in time represented by dotted quarter and 
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eighth notes. Rote songs. Individual singing and written 
work, 

GRADE 4. Names of 15 major keys. All chromatic 
tones in progression down and back.a half step, using a 
sharp for the representation and if necessary a double sharp 
and cancel (natural.) Thorough review in time principles 
presented in grades 1, 2 and 3. Songinterpretation. Sim- 
ple terms of musical expression and tempo. Two part sing- 
ing classwise. Written work and individual singing, 

GRADE 5. All chromatic tones, in progression up a 
half step and back, using a flat for the representation. In 
time, Arithmeticas applied in music. The theory of com- 
mon time. Song interpretation. Musical terms. Individ- 
ual singing and written work. 

GRADE 6. Position of sharps and flats in the signa- 
ture. The five chromatic characters in singing and writing: 
These principles in time: The triplet, first and second form 
and their modifications. The rhythm represented by four 
sixteenth notes. The rhythm represented by dotted eighth 
and sixteenth notes. The theory of compound time. Song 
interpretation. Individual singing and written work. 

GRADE 7. General review and in time pessibly synco- 
pation. Song interpretation. Musical terms. ‘Three part 
singing. Individual singing and written work. _ 

GRADE 8. The Bass clef, reading of the tenor part 
In time general review. Song interpretation. Three or 
four part singing. Sight reading with words. Individual 
singing and written work. 

GRADE g. Song interpretation. ‘Three or four part 
singing. Sight reading with words. Possibly elementary 
harmony. History and biography work in musical form 
Individual singing and written work.

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Report of Supervisor of Drawing. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

The following report on drawing in the Hillsboro 
Schools is presented: 

In the High School and in the ninth grade the work 
has been chiefly the study of applied design. Some little 
instruction has been offered these grades in the making of 
original designs. Designs thus made by the pupils have 
been put to practical use by the making of brass _ trays, 
candlestick holders, book covers and similar useful articles. 

In the lower grades the work in drawing has been cor- 
related as far as possible with the other branches of work, 
especially language and history. In the Spring it will be 
employed especially to illustrate and to help nature study. 

It is my aim in teaching drawing in the schools to en- 
able each pupil to feel that drawing is not merely the por- 
trayal of attractive objects, but is a great help in every day 
life and in all other branches of school work. A good ex- 
ample of the former is the study of color by which one 
should learn how to dress in good taste, how to furnish or 
decorate the home. attractively, and do many other things 
which need the knowledge of the use of color.
